She recalled her 
husband snatching the 
phone away from Jennings 
once as he attempted to 
call his friends. 

Mrs. Allison said her 
husband became angered 
last Sunday because he 
could not find his gun. 
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When Jennings entered 
the house with two women 
a short time later, Allison 
began questioning him as 
to the whereabouts of the 
weapon. 

Jennings, who kept one 
hand in his pocket Allison 
recalled, denied knowing 
where it was. She recalled 
Jennings appeared intox- 


icated and began “front- 
ing” for his lady friends. 
Mrs. Allison said Batts had 
driven up and was 
Standing on the front 
porch when Jennings 
suddenly became angered 
over Allison snatching the 
phone from him earlier. 
Jennings reportedly pull- 
ed a pistol from his pocket 
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causing everyone to run. 
Mrs. Allison said when she 
ran out the front door she 
heard shots. When she 
came back inside she re- 
portedly found her 
husband bleeding pro- 
fusely.

~ Nationwide. provided solid 
blocks of votes needed by 
Carter to win his majority. 
“Jimmy Carter's victory 

in Ohio’ is -directly 
attributable to his 92 
percent support by black

The State Democratic 
Party's Get-Out-The-Vote 
Campaign was conducted 
in Ohio's. nine major

during this election. But 
I'm more concerned with 
the fact there were no 
commitments on the part 
of Mrs. Ryan to the black 
community. I'm very much 
concerned also with the 
way the Democratic party 


conducted themselves 
toward us during the 
Rosemond campaign. 


(NOTE: Black City 
Councilman John 
Rosemond, a ~ Democrat, 
ran unsuccessfully against 
Mayor Tom Moody last 
year.) And | include Mrs. 
Ryan herself (as one of the 
leading Democrats who 
failed to give Rosemond 
vigorous and enthusiastic 
backing). Some people 
don't care anything about 
respect, but ‘it just 
happens that | do. | feel 
that unless we're 
respected by whoever we 
align ourselves with, we're 
just slavishly going along. 
Quite frankly, | can't do 


that. 


C&P: What would you be 
looking for from Mrs. Ryan 
in terms of commitments to 
the black community? 

MOSS: Nothing. The 
contest is over now. | had 
a conversation with her. | 
had conversations with a 
number of people who 
asked me to withdraw from 


the race. | asked them 
what the commitments 
were; | asked her. 
Certainly, if anybody 


should have known. (what 
commitments Mrs. Ryan 


was willing to make,) | 


should have known 
inasmuch as | presented 
the threat that | did. There 
were no commitments 
forthcoming. When any 
other group that has a 


block of votes or any 
measurable strength 
politically deals with a 
candidate, they deal on the 
basis of “what do we get?"’ 
And they get commitments 
for whatever they get. And 
without that | don't think 
black people can afford to 
go along with nebulous 
kinds of promises, of 
quasi-promises. 


C&P: Do you anticipate _ 


running for public office 
again in the future, and, if 
so, for what office and on 
what ticket? 


MOSS: Well, we've had 
considerable encourage- 
ment to run again -- for this 
office (U.S. Congress) asa 
matter of fact, since those 
debates (on television) and 
even since the election, in 
the few hours since the 
election has been over — 
we've just had a fantastic 
number of people... I've 
even had people who 
called me and said: “I 
didn't vote for you this 
time, but next time, you 
can run as an independent, 
a Republican, Democrat or 
whatever and tll support 
you.” We've had encour- 
agement to run again, and 
in all probability, | will.

Four Board Member Precincts 
Reflect School Levy Defeat 


A check at the polling 
places of Columbus school 
board members revealed 
that the additional school 
levy lost in three out of the 
four precincts of white 
school board members and 
won in two out of three 
precincts of black board 
members. . , 


In addition, a spot check 
of four inner city precincts 
showed the levy passed in 
all four, with votes totaling 
341 (yes) to 239 (no.) 

Results in schoo! board 
members’ precincts were 
as follows:

it “very significant that it 
passed in my precinct." He 
said there was some 
organized resistance to the 
levy from people who have 


been active .in the 
education field.

capital punishment 
scheme does not meet 
Standards set by the U.S. 
Supreme Court in recent 
months. The ACLU also 
Says that the Ohio law 
does not meet require- 
ments’ of the Ohio 
Constitution. 

The major thrust of the 
ACLU brief is that Ohio's 
scheme of imposing the 
death penalty is cruel and 
unusual punishment 
because it precludes 
judges “from considering 
matters which, under con- 
temporary standards of 
decency, must be con- 
sidered.in mitigation of the 
death penalty."' While 
some mitigating circum- 
stances are suggested in 
the statute, the Union 
asserts that the language 
is drawn in such a way as 
to render the supposed 
exceptions to the death 
penalty ‘illusory, very 
narrow” and in most cases 
nonexistent. 

The ACLU also points 
out that the Ohio law is 
constitutionally defective 
in that there is ‘‘no system 
of appellate review. of 


‘sentences to insure that a 


death sentence in a parti- 
cular case is warranted by 
the facts and that it is com- 
atible with sentences 
imposed in similar cases.” 

Finally, the brief 
contends that the Ohio 
death penalty law deprives 
defendants of the due 
process of law under both 
the Ohio and U.S. Con- 
stitutions “by placing -on 
the defendant the burden 
of proving that he should 
not be executed." 

The friend-of-court brief- 
filed in the case of State of 
Ohio v. Cari Osborne— 
designed to apply to all 
capital cases ‘pending: in 
the Ohio Supreme Court. 

(The court has granted 
an ACLU motion to permit 
Professor Herman to parti- 
cipate in oral argument on 
the issue (no date has 
been set.)

The Super Ego and the 1d,-botharmchair-football 
fanatics, decided to sit down and discuss sports 
following Monday Night Football. And, as usual, they 
didn't agree. 

Ego: Violence in football is becoming unbearable 
these days. It's come to the point where some athletes 
are now wondering whether it’s all worth the few pesos 
owners are willing to give up. ‘ 

Id: You're crazy! Contact is what viwers want to see. 
And if the sissies who're complaining about a good hard 
tackle don't like the sport, let'em leave their “pesos” in 
the owners’ hands and see how much contact they'll 
receive while standing in the unemployment line.

Scottsboro Case 


Clarence (Willie) Norris has been par- 
doned by Gov. George Wallace of Ala- 
bama for a crime he didn't commit. Yet 
he was threatened by a lynch mob and, 
after a most dramatic trial, was senten- 
ced to life in prison. He eventually 
escaped and for 45 years, has lived in 
constant fear of being caught and retur- 
ned to an Alabama jail. 

Most Negroes today have never heard 
of the Scottsboro case. But in 1931, when 
nine frightened black boys were taken off 
a Southern Railroad freight train at 
Scottsboro, Ala., the treatment, trial and 
fate of these boys, all uneducated and 
fleeing from peonage farms, aroused the 
sympathy of the world. . 

They were accused of raping two white 
girls whom they didn't even know were 
on the freight train. 

In those days, there was no such thing 
as justice for Negroes in the South. The 


vengeance of Southern hate was taken 
out on these boys with the connivance of 
sheriffs. iudaes and the total white com- 
munity. The Scottsboro boys’ case, is a 
good example of the price blacks paid 
for living in the rural South. 

The Scottsboro case and the Angelo 
Herndon case in Atlanta, focused the 
eyes of the nation on Southern 
inhumanity and injustice.. They. laid 
groundwork for many legal battles that 
followed mostly under the aegis of the 
NAACP that finally broke the strangle- 
hold that southern law officials and 
courts held on ‘Negro rights. 

While justice was never really done in 
“the Scottsboro Boys’ case, some of them 
did live long enough to see that their suf- 
fering and sacrifices were not in vain. It 
is ironic that Gov. George Wallace 
should be the one to write finis to the 
last chapter in this famous case.

America's only Four Star General 
Daniel (Chappie) James, Commander of 
the North American Air Defense Com- 
mand (NORAD), was among the galaxy of 
high military brass, city and state 
dignitaries gracing the Neil House 
Ballroom for the unique social occasion. 

Gen. James, himself a graduate of a 
Negro college, was joined by such 
distinguished guests as Gen. Rufus 
Billup, commander of Defense General 
Supply Center, Richmond, Va::-Col. Titus 
nder of WrightPatterson 
AFB, Dayton, and Assistant Secretary of 
Detense David P. Taylor. 

Also Dr. and Mrs. Harold Enarson, 
president of Ohio State University; 
Robert Lazarus Jr., executive president, 
F&R Lazarus and Co. and vice chairman 
of the UNCF Board; Sen. Robert A: Taft, 
U.S. Rep. Chalmers P. Wylie. Adj. Gen. 
J.C. Clem, Maj. Gen. Hugh R. Higgins, 
commander of Defense Construction 
Supply Center and general chairman of 
the 1976 UNCF Fund of Central Ohio, 
Mayor Tom Moody and many others. 


Gen. James, a graduate of Tuskegee 
Institute, speaking without a prepared 

text or notes, dramatically cited ~~ 4 
critical need for predominantly bia 
schools “because théy 47e more ac- 
cessible to young black people.” 

James confessed that he is “bothered 
by the lack of quality education in public 
schools,” and suggested that the day 
may come when “we don't have 
designated funds for black colleges. But 
until then, the UNCF is necessary to keep 
the predominantly black schools from 
closing due to a lack of funds.” 

He went on to. laud the achievements 
of black schools, saying “I want to take 
the crutch away from employers who say 
they can't find one black that is 
qualified.” wep 

While the event was sponsored by the 
UNCF,. James. Allen, associate national 
development director, and Christopher F. 
Edley, executive director, the Bicenten- 
nial Ball and Salute to Gen. James idea 
was conceived, developed and staged 
under the guidance of two industrious 
women. 

Mrs. Ann Smith-e-incas and Mrs. Nita 
Bethel both deserve a standing salute for 
dramatically -ushering into the social 
calender such a beautiful and meaningful 
dimension.

We are often asked, “What ever 
happened to the Civil Rights Movement?, 
Where is the highly visable leadership 
that we saw in the 60's?

Marshall, chairperson of the National 
Black Media Coalition and Candy Miles,

ALCOHOL !S LINKED TO SEX 
PROBLEMS: Prolonged drinking of 
alcohol, which alters male sexual 
behavior, accomplishes changes by 
stimulating the liver to drastically step up 
its destruction of the male sex hormone, 
according to results of a-scientific study 
that was reported recently. ; 

The study showed that the toxic effects 
of the alconol led the tiver to produce up 
to five times the amount of the liver 
enzyme that normally breaks down 
testosterone, the male sex hormone. There 
was no compensatory increase in the 
body's production of testosterone under 
the—test__conditions,.according.to._the 
report. 

The research, on men who volunteered 
to drink the equivalent of a pint of 86 proof 
whiskey a day for four weeks, was done in 
New York by a group of researchers at the 
Mt. Sinai School of Medicine. the Bronx 
Veterans Administration Hospital and New 
York Medical College. 

in discussing the study, Dr. Emanuel 
Rubin, a pathologist at Mt. Sinai and the 


senior investigator, stated: "The findings 
go a long way toward expiaining the sex 
problems of alcholics. It is not a reaction 
peculiar to some chronic alcholics. 
Anybody who drinks continuously can get 
the effect. 

This..1s.a_pure effect of alcohol in any 
form you take it - whiskey, wine or beer. 
the total amount of alcohol is the only 
thing that counts.” 

The chronic efforts of continual 
alcoholic abuse have long been known to 
doctots who have observed that many 
male alcoholics develop feminine charac- 
teristics, Among the known damages that 
result from excessive-orolonaed alcohol 
intake are a withering away, or atrophy, of 
the testicles, enlargement of the breast; 
loss of male distribution of hair, and im- 
potence.

ADDICTS: Devices to release drugs slowly 
into the body to block a narcotic addict's 
craving for heroin will be ready for human 
testing within a year, the National Institute 
on Drug Abuse reported recently.

What Did We Win? 


The presidential and general elections 
of 1976 are over, with all of their uncertain- 
ties. Of course, as is inevitable, there are 
loys and disappointments. 

, For some time there will be analysis and 
projections, plus the usual second 
guessers. 

“ Since the black vote was such a big fac- 
tor “in the overall outcome, a proper 
question is then: “what did we win? 

When one of the men on a cross who 
was being crucified with Jesus, said to 
him: “Jesus, remember me when you 
come into your kingly power.”" And He 
(Jesus) said to him: “Truly | say to you, to- 
day you will be with me in paradise.” 

So, I think it is but fitting that Negroes 
ask -president-elect Jimmie Carter - the 
question; “Will we be with you when you 
enter the paradise of the White House?” 

From the evidence, black voters cer- 
tainly won this right. Whether Jimmie Car- 
ter will honor it and, if so, how, remains to 
be seen. 

In Cleveland, Negroes won very little. 
What they did win was more by accident 
than by design. 

There is no question but that in every 
black area, our vote went overwhelmingly 
for the white Democrats. | say white, be- 
cause when we got around to voting for 
black candidates, we didn't do so well. 

In Cincinnati, the only black judge on 
the ballot, Judge William McClain on the 
Court of Common Pleas bench, went down 
to defeat. He had been appointed by Gov. 
James A. Rhodes. As usual, Cincinnati 
blacks just could not overcome the innate 
jealousies that have plagued them for so 
many years. Voting black seems to be an 
impossible thing for them to do. Cincinnati 
is the only major city in the state where no 
black judge can be elected. 

Democratic State Senator. William F. 


Bowen, running for Congress, in Cincin-"' 


nati got very little support from either 
white or black Democratic voters. 

In Columbus, the election of Les Brown 
in the 29th District as State Represent- 
ative, was the only gain Negroes made in 
the legislature. Perhaps this gain was 
achieved because his opponent was a 
Republican. 

In Cleveland, one judicial gain was 
made. Atty. Leodis Harris was elected as 
the first Negro Juvenile Court judge. 
Again this was another case where blacks 
were pitted against each other. 

In the Common Pleas Court race where 
Atty. Everett A. Chandler ran against. a 
white opponent, Chandler lost. Thus we 
were denied the opportunity of making 
gains on the bench of this court. And, 
Chandler lost largely because black voters 
who voted so overwhelmingly for Jimmie 


_Carter and Howard Metzenbaum, didn't 


care enough to vote for their own judicial 
candidate. It is just a case of stupidity or 
ignorance or, is it that we just don't care.

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Can Carter Keep 


In one of the most remarkable camp- 
aigns in American political history, a little 
known southerner, whose only previous 
political experience was a brief stint in the 
Georgia Statehouse, Jimmie Carter has 
captured the Presidency of the United 
States, and early in January 1977 will hold 
more individual power than any other 
human being on this planet. 

In so doing, he defeated an incumbent 
president for the first time in generations, 
although this accomplishment was against 
a Chief Executive who was not elected by 
the people, but served the unfinished term 
of a repudiated Richard Nixon. 

iMrougnout, this campaigning, from the 
primaries through the general election of 
last week, Jimmie Carter has projected a 
liberal image as much as it was possible 
‘for a died-in-the-wool southerner to pro- 
ject. He not only surrounded himself with 
black southern leaders who had paid their 
dues to the civil rights movement, but con- 
vinced them that he was a man full of com- 
passion for the downtrodden and active 
sympathy for the poor and the black of the 
nation. 

In expressing his philosophy in this 
area, Jimmie Carter has frequently in- 
voked the ghosts of past Democrats who 
have earned credibility among minority 
Americans. 

For example, these quotes: 

‘We Democrats still agree with 
Franklin Roosevelt that “the test of our 
progress is not whether we add more to 
the abundance of those who have much; it 
is whether we provide enough for those 
who have too little.” 

Another: “We Democrats still believe 
that full employment is, and ought to be, a 
national policy and.a national goal-and we 
ought to be pursuing that goal with all the 
determination and imagination we can 
muster.” 

Still another: “We Democrats still agree 
with Lyndon Johnson that if our con- 
stitution “doesn’t apply to every race, to 
every religion, it applies to no one”. 

Now, I'm not sure how widespread these 
quotes were made, outside of the black- 
oriented DAWN MAGAZINE in which they 
were published, but the massive black 
voter’ turnout that wound up in the Carter 
column last Tuesday -indicates_that the 
“word” got widely spread around. 

Now comes two dilemmas for the Presi- 
dent elect. How much of these liberal 
phrases can be brought into meaningful 
reality during his 4-year term, and where, 
in the order of priority, will President Car- 
ter place the things about which minority 
Americans. are_ most. concerned—employ- 
ment-open housing-and education? 

On the basis of the 96% black votes that 
he enjoyed, and the realization that this 
vote—without fear of successful con- 
tradiction—was the difference between a 
Carter victory and defeat, these should en- 
joy high priority. 

They probably won't because while Jim- 
mie Carter may be as free from racism and 
Prejudice as a new born babe, not so 


. 
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ter, for 30-years Cuyahoga County 
Engineer, was a big gain for blacks. For 
years, Porter has pursued a racist policy 
not only in his elected office, but also in 
the councils of the Democratic party. 
However, despite Porter's long record of 
opposition to Negroes, black Democratic 
leaders still went straight down the line for 
him in last Tuesday's election. 

While we can rejoice in his defeat, black 
politicians and voters did little if anything 
to bring his defeat about. It was the con- 
troversy over supporting Ralph Tyler, a 
black Republican candidate for County 
Engineer running. against Porter, that 
caused the split in the 21st District 
Caucus. George Frohes, Arnold Pinkney 
and most of legislative black members left 
the Caucus over the controversy. 
Promises that Porter made then about em- 
ploying Negroes were never kept. Never- 
the these black Democrats refused to 
buck the party again this year and gen- 
erally went down the line for Porter. — 

There is a great rejoicing among Ohio 
Black Democrats over Jimmie Carter's vic- 
tory. The final vote count gave Ohio to 
Carter. This certainly made the rejoicing 
all the more sweeter. However, when the 
time comes to parcel out the patronage, 
black Democratic unity may go out of the 
window. Already a fiumber of hopefuls 
have’ selected the jobs they want. Who 
Carter will. recognize here as the black 
leader, remains to be seen. 

What we won last Tuesday will take a 
long time revealing. Much will depend on 
Carter's White House mafia. e one 
political leader who seems closest to Car- 
ter, is Cong. Andrew Young of Atlanta. 
Early in the campaign, Cong. Young said 
that he didn't want any job; that he pre- 
ferred to remain in Congress where he has 
been reelected. 

Cong..Andrew Young is a very honest, 
resourceful person. He earned his fighting 
spurs as a top aid to the late Dr. Martin 
Luther King. If Cong. Young is not im- 
mediately accepted into the top planning 
council of Carter's orgar.ization, Negroes 
could be in trouble. It was significant that 
there was not one Negro with Carter when 
he made his victory speech in Atlanta 
election night. 


What did we. win? At the national level, . 


we won the right to participate in the new 
administration. The right to be heard; the 
right to be rewarded. 

At the state level, we won only one new 
legislative seat. At the County level; in 
Cincinnati, nothing; in Columbus, one new 
legislative seat; in Cleveland, one Juvenile 
Judge. 

This is certainly not enough to brag 
about, or be enthused over. 

Again, as this election proved, the black 
vote is still used to help others far more 
than it is to help ourselves. This certainly 
is not the way to make political progress 
or, to use your political power.

Can one find proper 
words for a requiem note. 


that. an old landmark 
passes away? There can 
be no certainty what plans 
exist for the old Odd- 
fellows Ogden Building 
that. has bolstered up the 
corner of Long St. and 
Gartield Ave. since the 
mid-1920's, but certainly, 
all activities must stop the 
15th of this month. 

It is all a matter of the 
Present building owner 
refusing to supply heat for 
the three remaining 
businesses. 

Is there any jament — 
that the sundries which 
was a drugstore run so 
many years by Ernie 
Jackson, will not brighten 


the. dark corner any 
longer? 
Frank Alexander, who 


runs the store now sans 
prescription service, must 
vacate, 

Vernon Mason, who has 
repaired watches next 
door since back in the 
40's, must go, too, for the 
landlord plans to lock up 
the building. 

The building began to 
fade soon after it was 
opened for the rooms 
where the—Ohio— District 
Grand Lodge No. 24-GUO 
of Oddfellows, had passed 
into a race horse bookie by 
the mid-30's. 

The theatre downstairs 
was built especially for 
black stage troupes like 
Florence Mills, Duke 
Ellington and Cab 
Calloway, along with silent 
films. 

An Al Jackson had con- 
ceived the plan and put it 
into operation because the 
white theatres were 
barring black patrons — 
otherthan the many who 
were passing for white — 
and there were plenty of 
black people who passed 
without any sympathy for 
their darker brothers’ 
troubles with discrimi- 
nation. 

Al Jackson's plans soon 
fell through because the 
era_of stage shows and 
vaudeville and a movie was 
doomed when the talkies 
took over and theatre 
managers were suddenly 
faced with empty houses. 
J 's big show house, 
the ‘0 » went into the 

feof = white owner 
“Wad to face com- 
petition with the old Em- 
press Theatre across the 


street. 

At that, big stage shows 
drifted around and drew 
big crowds. One can recall 
long lines of patrons stret- 
ching down Long St. 
around Hamilton Ave. 
waiting for the second 
show to begin. 

Just about the time 
World War ll was getting 
under way, Al Haft bought 
the building and opened a 
nitespot featuring Chick 
Webb and his one worth- 
while big number about a 
chicken being a bird. The 
theatre man changed the 
building name from Ogden 
to the Lincoln. The theatre 
took that name and 
everything else. 

But the great nitespot 
wiped away another 
feature of the old Ogden — 
the ballroom. That was the 
second floor ballroom 
where alli the elite would 
hold annual dances. They 
were gala affairs when — 
although in the midst of 
the depression ladies 
managed to show up in 
party dresses and the men 
found tuxes to wear. 

The fraternity pledge 
clubs, Sphinx, Scroliers 
and Lampodoes, held big 
affairs at the old Ogden 
ballroom. Another big af- 
fair was the Afamodo shin- 


- 


dig with outstanding 
socialites “much in 
evidence. 

But the Lincoin Theatre 
and baliroom featuring 
Chick Webb and his bird — 
the chicken — vanquished 
all that nostalgia. The 
second floor continued a 
nitespot until after the war. 
But the old building could 
not bring back its life — 
bookies were gone, black 
people found an open door 
at Valley Dale and, just like 
they forsook the old Em- 
press for main town white 
shows, no more formal- 
min people crawled up 
and down ladders to 
decorate the second floor 
for a dance. 

The movie house slum- 
ped.into a white elephant 
for income tax purposes 
and died from the lingering 
death of 30 years or so. 

The Uhuru attempted a 
resurrection but the parties 
found better quarters 
elsewhere and now the 


building just stands — well: - 


built and sturdy — a black 
Springfield contractor put 
it up — its fading started in 
its extreme youth. 

Its first conception was a 
tribute to the black world, 
for the structure was 
raised to~show the white 
world that black people 
could build something fine 
for themselves. Certainly 
the Ogden was commen- 
surate with the ideal. 

The theatre and the 
ballroom took the motif of 
a Mesopotamian temple. 
The theatre decoration 
held a distinct somber tone 
that could have led one to 
suspect that Ishtar had 
reincarnated himself into 
the minds of the architects. 

This. writing began with 
a wonder if a requiem 
would be appropriate for 
the passing of a building. It 
leaves this columnist in a 
spot like Thomas Gray 
writing his poem in the 
country churchyard at 
twilight; no one to venture 
an opinion. 

There seems to be no 
one .left to join the 
requiem, because those 
who enjoyed the old 
Ogden and Lincoln 
Theatre, have gone to

Rhodesian

Strategical Error 


This writer is becoming 
more and more convinced 
that Judge Battisti made a 
strategical error in terms of 
the breadth of relief he 
could have ordered, when, 
in Reeves v. Rhodes he 
denied a motion by the 
City of Cleveland to inter- 
vene ‘as_.plaintiffs. 
Actually, two plans to de- 
segregate should be in 
contemplation; one for the 
board of education and 
another for the city, be- 
cause both parties have 
contributed significantly to 
the racial polarization of 
this community by failing 
and refusing to assign 
black empleypes — to 
traditionally white 
neighborhoods. The unfor- 
tunate and inevitable result 
in each case, has been a 
governmentally enforced 
lack of association 
between citizens of diverse 
backgrounds, and its 
undesirable concomitant, a 
lack of understanding. 

The City of Cleveland, as 
evidenc by recent fed- 
eral court decisions 
adverse to police and fire 
department administrators, 
is guilty of gross, per- 
vasive, and often intent- 
ional violations of state 
and federal laws pro- 
scribing discriminatory - 
practices by employers. As 
a direct consequence of 
those unlawful practices, 
the more than 40% minor-

Student Scientists 


Research At CWRU |

Seven east side high 
school students have retur- 
ned to school this fall 
enriched by a summer 
spent doing research at 
Case Western Reserve 
University's Department of 
Engi- 
neéring. 

“Marcro-molecules are 
large molecules,”’ ex- 
plained David Moore, a 
student at John F. Kennedy 
High School. “They are 
polymers; combinations of 
molecules forming a large 
molecule. A larger mole- 
cule is stronger. Plastics, 
polyester fabric, natural 
rubber, and some proteins 
are macromolecules.” 


David's project, super- 
vised by Professor C.E. 
Rodgers, dealt with sorp- 
tion behavior, or how a 
polymer absorbs a liquid. 
To discover this, one im- 
merses a polymer in liquid 
and then weighs it. By 
measuring the difference 
in« the polymer’s weight, 
one can see how much 
liquid the polymer has ab- 
sorbed. “! learned a lot this 
summer, especially about 
laboratory techniques," 
said David. 


Shirley Taylor, a senior 
at John Hay High School, 
worked under graduate 
assistant Mark Fenton and 
Professor. Anne Hiltner. 
Shirley tested samples of 
poly benzyl! - L - glutamate 
(PBLG) to ‘discover the 
polymer’s rigidity at dif- 
ferent temperatures. 


The 10-week summer 
Research Program for 
Macromolecular Science 
ran from June 21 until 
August 27. The high 
school students were paid 
$500; they worked thirty to 


. thirty-five hours per week. 


The program included a 
weekly seminar. The. Jast 
seminar, during which the 
students reported on their 
research and findings, was 
videotaped. and will be 
sent to area high schools. 

Professor Bernard 
Lando, who conceived the 
program, says he finds the 
summer students 
stimulating. The program 
utilitizes the co-operative 
efforts of the science 
department heads of 
Cleveland high schools. 
The National Science 
Foundation offers some fi- 
nancial support and The 
Peterson Foundation 
provided the students’ 
stipends. 

Borg-Warner, a company 
located in Washington, 
West Virginia and 
Southern Ohio sponsored 
a@ group of West Virginia 
students in the program. 
The company invited the 
Cleveland participants to a 
dinner in West Virginia at 
the program's close. 

Cleveland participants 
were Michael R. Acree, 
East Technical High 
School; Jacqueline E.
